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The  academic  year  1990/91  has  been  one  of  new  and  ex- 
citing milestones  at  Lakehead  University.  For  the  first  time 
in  our  history,  full-time  enrolment  surpassed  4,000  to  the 
4,300  full-time  student  level.  In  May  of  1991,  Very  Reverend 
Lois  Wilson  will  have  been  named  as  the  5th  Chancellor  of 
Lakehead  University  and  the  first  woman  to  hold  this  coveted 
responsibility. 

During  the  1990/91  year,  several  major  construction 
projects  are  nearing  completion.  The  Student 
Centre/Regional  Education  Centre  complex  will  be  finished 
by  September  and  should  significantly  enhance  campus  life. 
The  new  Centre  for  Health  Sciences  Education,  located  at 
the  Beverly-Balmoral  entrance,  will  be  ready  for  service  in 
mid-summer,  and  an  additional  96-bed  town  house  project 
will  be  completed  for  September,  1991  registration. 

As  we  enter  the  decade  of  the  90's,  exciting  changes  are 
occurring  at  Lakehead  University  to  provide  a  better  total 
learning  environment  for  our  students. 

With  dramatic  events  in  Canada  and  the  world  occuring 
at  a  fast  pace,  this  an  exciting  time  for  both  university  stu- 
dents and  the  institutions  themselves.  Changes  is  the  order 
of  the  day  and,  increasingly,  a  university-educated  populace 
will  be  critical  to  the  future  evolution  of  our  society.
